was i spend- 1, probably from a lack 
'■* ;.lv*rt!»iiig patronage. However, 
nftet I he therokees were tramped over 
the dirt rtwd to their prvsent nation 
thr paper wa» revived under the name 
of the Clierokrv Advocate, a seven- 
column, four-page paper, which was at 
first printed all Cherokee, but which 
now comes out half English.’* 

Mr. Whitaker says the paper has a 
splendid circulation, nml is often called 
Se-qua-yah's paper. “These fact* can¬ 
not be disputed." say* Mr. Whitaker, 
"und there are hundreds of Cherokee* 
living to-day who rruirntber old man 
Se-qua-yah. whose English name was 
Guess. This was bis given name, for 
an ludiuu full -b.ood hn* no surname,

EEL JAM ON THE DELAWARE. 

Ilunurr Pike Ckaae Thi»ti*ands ot tfce 
klvelr W rlKHler* Oat of 
the Water. 

Keels caused n Jam In the raceway 
In the feeder of the Delaware mid lturi- 
tnn canal at He udder's Fall* one tiny 
lately. Chased by a school of Dela¬ 
ware creek pike, apparently the entire 
I tine hatch of cels nt the falls ran up 
Ihe swift overflow to escape death in 
lhe sharp jaw* of the pike, sod clogged 
Ihe six-foot stream until It overflowed 
into the yard of Kdward Hording, ad¬ 
joining t he so-called race way. 

Thousand* of eel# were killed In the 
jam. ihoiiHunds were left high anil dry 
ill Harding's yard when the pike re¬ 
treated. nnd hundreds of pike were 
picked up on land after having Jumped 
Irom the st renin In their frantic ef¬ 
forts III i-niHK the trailers of their school 
and feed on the young eels. 

Tlie sight of millions of eels Jammed 
in one huge, wriggling mass, struggling 
to r*eiipe death from their regular July 
persecutors, the pike*, while msny were 
being crushed to death by their fellows 
tiernuse unable to advance, coupled 
with the sight of thousands of shiny, 
jumping, frantic, hungry pike, all 
packed so tight in a swift, shallow cur¬ 
rent us to turn the waters over a two- 
f 1 v,it embankment, was one calculated 
to excite the most phlegmatic follower 
of the rml and reel. Harding says the 
fight for life lasted half an hour. 

Although almost too 111 ueh overcome 
l.y the night to realise Ida opportunity 
llanilng gntln-red enough pike to pic¬ 
kle fur Id* winter's supply, lu'sldee 
seven IiiihIicIs to sell, nnd has enough 
young eels In his yard to fertilise Ida 
garden. Had he retained Ids presence 
nf mind, llnrdlng says, lie could have 
caught enough pike with a scoop shovel 
In 11 half hour to supply the imputa¬ 
tion of the city of Trenton. 

"Hut I was excited, and only got a 
bar* I,” Nil id llnrdlng. sorrowfully. “An* 
I wouldn't ha* got them, I don’t guess, 
ef they hadn't ha* jumped in my yard 
in their efforts to git ut th' eela. D'no 
what I'll do with th* eels. They’re 
June's, an' too small far anythin* *eept 
fertiliser, tho' they're pretty good stuff 
fer that," lie uddrd. 

Mr. Harding has lived beside the 
raceway for 11 number of years, and la 
accustomed to seeing the myriads of 
cel* iii the raceway, but he hud never 
witnessed nn attack upon them by tbe 
pike until the other day. 

“Old Jim Allerton, who tended tbe 
bridge fur a numlier of years," said 
Harding, “once told me about a fight 
between the eels an* tbe black ba#a 
that wn* somethin’ terrific, but yon 
know old Jim told some stories wbat 
wnru't like some folks would think cor¬ 
rect stories. Hut I think# he war right. 
Jim said tbe ba*a swopc down at the 
outlet und *ort o’ formed themacivea 
into a circuit 'round about the eels 
afore they could get in the raceway 
to protec' thrmscU, an* the slaughter, 
a* Jim tells th* story, was 'somethin* 
orful. Hut sonic folks awoped down 
on the bans anil driv them off afw** 
they could finish the feast.’*— N. Y.
